When  one   of  the  Generators  at  the  Power  Plant   of  Canadian  Collieries  which 
supplies  the  Cities   of  Courtenay  and  Cumberland  and  outlying  districts  with  Elec- 
trical Power,    burned  out   on  Sunday  night,    Nov.   27th,    a  drastic  cut    in  Power  Con- 
sumption  in  the  district  became    imperative.      The  Power  Commission  took  .imjnediate 
action^    shutting  off  all  street  and  store   front   lighting.     Handbills  explaining 
the  emergency  and  the  need  for  co-operation  on  the  part   of  the  consumers  were 
placed   in  Courtenay  and  the   immediate  vicinity  early  Monday  morning. 

Shortly  after  noon,    D.   Dawson  appeared   at   the   office   of  the  B.C.    Power  Com- 
mission  offering  the   service   of  the  f^/ISU   in  announcing  the  emergency  to  householders 
in  outlying  districts.      Her   offer  was   received  with  the  greatest   enthusiasm,    and 
throughout  the  rest   of  the  afternoon  and  for  four  hours   on  Tuesday  the  MSU  toured 
the   roads    of  the  district,    from  Como:!c  to  Cum^berland  and   from  Union  Bay  to  Campbell 
River.      The  IvISU  staff  had  ample   evidence  as   night   fell  of  the  Pov-er   of    .he  IJISU 
•=poken  word.      Porch  lights   flashed  off  as  -the  announcer  said    'Use  no  outside   light- 
ing)   and   houses   that  were  ablaze,  with  lights  when  the  MSU  went   up  the   streets  were 
at   a  minimum  lighting  on  the   return  a   few  n^inutes    later.

FOOTNOTE  TO  HISTORY 

The  historians  of  the  future,  when  writing  of  North  America,  may  well  refer  to 

this  era  as  one  in  which  a  most  profound  philanthropical  interest  in  man  was  shown, 

together  with  the  greatest  ignorance  of  the  technical  basis  of  both  his  dilemma  and 
its  solution. 

They  may  further  note  'that  the  politicians',  the  leaders  of  the  diverse  forms 
of  the  price  system  during  this  period,  whilst  attempting  to  repair  the  bulwarks  of 
their  economy  and  prevent  its  further  decay  by  means  of  Bills    Bills  for  Rights 
(Civilian  and  otherwise),  for  pensions,  health  schemes,  etc.,  and  the  dollar  Bills, 
for  example  the  Marshall  Plan,  'Cold  War',  etc.,  remained  in  utter  ignorance  of  a  fact 
which  was  right  under  their  noses.   This  fact  was  that  the  decay  and  crumbling  of 
their  social  mechanism  was  due  to  the  nature  of  that  particular  method  of  production 
and  distribution,  not  to  the  machinations  of  one  or  many  'foreign  powers'  or  'trai- 
tors' . 

'Thus,  just  as  any  machine  which  does  not  function  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
ditions under  which  it  must  be  used  ceases  to  perform  the  job  set  for  it,  so  the  Price 
Systems  crumbled'. 

This  would  be  a  rather  final  endiag,  but  a  footnote  could  be  added. 

'There  were,  however,  a  few  men  and  women  who  schooled  and  trained  themselves 
in  order  to  advocate  to  the  public  a  particular  method  of  production  and  distribution 
which  would  enable  North  America  to  exploit  most  efficiently  her  resources  and  tech- 
nology, thus  making  it  possible  for  that  area  to  be  a  self  support iug  unit  on  a  scale 
never  before  equalled. 

•These  men  and  women  called  themselves  Technocrats.   They  were  distinguished  from 
the  many  other  advocates  of  social  change  by  several  capabilities,  three  of  which 
were : 

1.  an  understanding  of  the  status  quo,  its  operational  faults  and  character- 
istics and  their  solution. 

2.  a  conditioning  which  would  enable  them  to  continue  to  function  in  the  event 
of  a  collapse  of  that  status  quo. 

3.  the  ability  to  judge  without  approval  or  condemnation,  by  consideration  of 
the  facts  in  relation  to  the  inanimate,  and  environment  in  relation  to  in-- 
dividuals.

Lest    we    feel    f ;.-■ :  bered   at   this   possibility  of    'making  history'    we   should   first 
consider  the  work  necessary  to  shape   ourselves    in  accordance  with  those   three   points. 

First,    to  understand  the   price   system  and  the   solution  which  Technocracy  proposes, 
we   must   study  and  master  not   only  the    information  contained    in   our  Study  Course,    but 
as   much  of  the   reference  material  as  we   are   capable   of  learning.      To  aid  us    in  this 
task  fie   have   an  educational  comraitT.ee  which  presents   study  classes   where  both  the    in- 
structors  and  the    instructed   consider   themselves   students. 

Secondly,    to  avail   ourselves    of  the   conditioning,    we   have   the  many  section  activ- 
ities which,    should  we   participate    in  them,    will  enable   us   to  discipline   ourselves 
.and  sujply  the   self-control  necessary  to  function  under  the   circumstances  which  may 
present   themselves    in  the   future. 

The   third  capability  will  be   developed  when  we   have  mastered   the   first   two  to  as 
great   an  extent   as   each  of  us    finds  possible.      It    should   enable  us   to  advocate   to  the 
public,    with  equanimity,    the   solution  which  facts   and   their  consideration  have  prompted 
the   founders   of  Technocracy  to  develop  as   the  answer  to  the  problems   of  North  America. 

It    is   no  accident   that   our  Sections   function  as   they  do.      Their  purpose    is   to  en- 
able  the  Technocrats   of  this   continent   to  prepare  themselves   for  an  event  which  will 
undoubtedly  prove  unique    in  the   history  of  the  world.

Staff  and  signed  by  Wilton  I vie,  CHQ,  offer  further  explanation:
